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Newsweek Urges ' ' 
Viet ‘Compromises 9 


NEW YORK, March 11 
(UPI) — Newsweek magazine 

said today the United States 
should settle for a military 
stalemate in Vietnam in which 
“both Washington and. Hanoi 
are willing to make substan 
tial compromises.’* . . 

The New York Times also 
assailed the U.S. stand in Viet- 
nam, calling in its lead edito- 
rial for abandonment' of' a 
“bankrupt policy” in which it 
said “each escalation had pro 
duced a new stand-off . . . at a 
mounting cost in lives, money 
and respect for the United 
States” 

In its March 18 issue, News- 
week said President Johnson 
has failed to provide “the 
firm, clear dealership ex- 
pected of the man in the 
White House.” 

"After three years of grad- 
ual escalation, President John- 
son’s strategy has run into a 
.dead end . . the magazine 


said. “The Tet offensive . . . 
has exposed the utter inade- 
quacy of the Administration’s 
war policy.” 

Newsweek called for a with- 
drawal of U.S. troops from the 
Vietnam borders, and espe- 
cially from the area just south 
of the Demilitarized Zone 
where the Communists are be- 
sieging the Marine outpost at 
Khesanh. -c
